sociation. Had this policy been adopted 
earlier in the game, it would have worked 
very nicely. As it is, it is a little too late 
to try it on. Having, at great expense, 
fought and won his case, Mr. Lee is not 
the sort of man to throw away the fruits 
of his victory. There is no object in com- 
promising the case after he has won it. 
Mr. Lee is too much of a politician—he is 
speaker of the Minnesota house—not to 
know when he has his enemy on the hip. 
Therefore, it isextremely improbable that 
he will let off the members of the associa- 
tion on any cheaper basis than that of- 
fered to outside millers. On the contrary, 
he would probably be inclined to let the 
latter down easier, owing to the fact that 
they have infringed his patent unwitting- 
ly, and have not fought him in his efforts 
to obtain what one judge and twenty- 
four jurymen have declared are his 
rights.

That the rumors 
of a ‘“‘millers’ trust’”’ were largely respons- 
ible for this, is almost universally con- 
ceded. It depends on theindividual opin- 
ion as to the merits of the bill whether 
this result was good or bad. We think 
that for the miller it was unquestionably 
the latter. Of course, the Millers’ Associ- 
ation is not to be blamed for the result. 
It did not intend to influence legislation, 
nor was it responsible for the newspaper 
talk which reached Washington.

WHILE it is true that the anti-option 
bill has, for the time being, been defeated, 
and the gamblers have again escaped the 
aw’s regulating hand, anti-option legis- 
ation, like Banquo’s ghost, will not 
down. The Butterworth bill was defeat- 
ed, but that did not kill the idea. The 
Washburn bill came nearer to success 
than its predecessor and was a better bill. 
It is beyond a doubt that another bill 
will come up at the next session of con- 
gress.

“Then sell the farm and buy the new 
outfit,’ was her answer. “Ill fight it 
out on this line. Be sure your machinery 
is the latest improved pattern, too, for 
these artists are city men, accustomed to 
the best.”” 

The new equipment was bought and be- 
fore it was unloaded from the cars, all 
but three of the artists made a flitting.

ROCHESTER.

The slight advance made in the price of | 


flour in the latter part of last week was 
not maintained long. During this week 
prices have declined 10c per bbl, going 
back to the old basis, about as follows: 
Spring wheat patent, $4.20@4.25; bak- 
ers’, $3.20@3.25; winter wheatstraight, 
$3.65@3.75. 
from these rates, in some cases, to secure 
orders for round lots. The buyers are, as 
a rule, taking only small lots, as needed 
for present use, or to keep up assort- 
ments. The flurry and subsequent de- 
cline in spring wheat did not affect the 
market for winter wheat flour, which is 
about the same as it has been. Feed is 
selling better than it did last week, how- 
ever, 80 this gives a little life to the busi- 
ness. The prices of all kinds of feed are 
firmer and the supply is easily placed, at 
$17@18 for middlings and $16@17 for 
bran. Oats are in fair demand and sup- 
Rye is quiet,

| with light receipts and steady prices, 


Barley sells in a small way. State corn 
is wanted at full prices. Western corn is 
quiet and steady for car lots on track, at 
48@49¢ per bu, according to quality. 

Every mill was run full time until Fri- 
day, when all the mills on the two upper 
races shut down and haveremained down 
since. The trouble is the annual flood in 
the Genesee. With 17 feet head altogeth- 
er, back-water to the extent of five or six 
feet is too much, and the wheels were 
necessarily stopped. On Brown's race, 
where there is more head, the mills are 
running without a break. It is uncer- 
tain whether the high water will con- 
tinue a day or a week, and, until it goes 
down, the upper race mills can not run. 
No damage to the buildings or machinery 
has been done in any of the Rochester 
mills. but the mills in Mount Morris have 
been damaged by extensive floods spread- 
over the flats of the town. The mills in 
other places along the Genesee and the 
creeks tributary have been shut down 
until the water is lower. 

A queer bill has been introduced in the 
state legislature at Albany, to which the 
attention of local millers has been called. 
It provides that a fine of $1 per day shall 
be imposed for the obstruction of any 
stream by dam or otherwise. The Oneon- 
a circular scat- 
tered throughout the state, denounces 


this as ‘‘a bad bill,” and asks how any ’ 


| one can run a mill by water power with 
|} such tomfoolery on the statute books. 
The winter wheat, in this section of the 
| state, at least, is not sufficiently advanced 
to be out of danger, so nobody can tell 
what the crop will be. Millers here are 
amused at reading articles in various 
newspapers predicting that the winter 
wheat crop will be all right, and using 
this as an argument to affect the prices 
of spring wheat. While not denying that 
| the winter wheat crop has not yet been 
injured, they say it has yet to pass through 
the most trying season, the early spring. 
when there is danger of damaging frosts. 
These articles are, therefore, regarded as 
coming from grain speculators.

MINNEAPOLIS, March 15. 

The mills were able to run much more 
steadily last week, and their output 
showed anincrease of about 25,000 bbls. 
The total output for the week was 159,- 
995 bbls—averaging 26,666 bbls daily— 
against 135,110 bbls the week before, 
156,615 bbls for the corresponding time 
in 1892, and 125,200 bbls in 1891. A 
larger capacity is in operation this week, 
and the manufacture will doubtless show 
another gain. Last week, some of our 
millers were deluded by the idea that the 
advent of plenty of water power was at 
hand, and they began to preparefor laying 
asidesteam. Cold,stormy weather since, 
however, has temporarily dispelled: this 
impression. Monday’s big blizzard 
did not seriously affect the railroads, and 
the mills are not having any great 
trouble about getting enough cars 
to handle their product. If there has 
been any change in the flour trade, it has 
been for the worse. Millers pretty gen- 
erally characterize the present situation 
asone of the most unsatisfactory they 
ever experienced. Buyers, both at home 
and abroad, lack confidence in prices, and 
they are loth to trade, except for imme- 
diate disposition or to take advantage of 
some Offer manifestly below the market. 
For the past week, though prices were 
still.further shaded, the orders taken 
were considerably short of the output. 
Foreigners make numerous offers, but 
their bids are steadily lowered and are 
kept about 6@9d below the views of 
manufacturers. Bakers’ are extremely 
hard to move at anything like remuner- 
ative prices. The direct export shipments 
by the mills last week were 35,645 bbls, 
against 30,840 bbls the preceding week. 
London quotations per 280 Ibs, c. i. f.

Representatives of the northwestern 
roads interested in freight rates from 
western points to Minneapolis and Du- 
luth had a meeting at St. Paul Friday, to 
adjust the diffierential between these 
points, under the order of the interstate 
commerce commission. The Soo road 
had already complied with the terms of 
the decision, but the others had taken no 
action. The Great Northern road agreed 
to make a differential in favor of Minne- 
apolis of 2c to 3c, while the commission 
ordered from 1c to 5c. It took this stand 
and would not deviate from it, though 
other roads are understood to have been 
disposed to treat Minneapolis more liber- 
ally. In other words, the Great North- 
ern would grant only about half what 
the commission decided Minneapolis was 
entitled to. The Northern Pacific, upon 
whom it was incumbent to give the least, 
made concessions hardly looked for from 
that source.

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MINNEAPOLIS, March 15. 

Wheat declined again the past week, the 
immediate cause being usually regarded 
as the government report of stocks in 
farmers’ hands. The principal cause of 
the disappointment is that the people dis- 
appointed were too close students of offi- 
cial estimates and too dull students of 
facts. They said that in March, 1892, 
there were 171,000,000 bus wheat in 
farmers’ hands. They said this on the 
strength of the Washington estimate, 
made at that time. Added to that were 
515,000,000 bus of 1892 production. 
The two items constituted the supply, 
less the distribution for a year. That 
distribution, based upon facts, mainly, 
left only 85,000,000 bus in farmers’ 
hands on March 1 this year. A canvass 
of the farmers developed, to the logical 
mind of the government statistician, that 
they held, on March 1, more than that. 
They held, he found, 50,000,000 bus 
more, after the usual trimming, which 
failed to make the figures fit the statis- 
tical groove prepared for them by previ- 
ous estimates. The next thing, to the 
very acute mind of the government stat- 
istician, was to state the facts that he 
could not go around, in a way that 
would make them as little prejudicial as 
possible to the accuracy of the former 
estimates. So he says the production in 
bushels is in measured bushels, that lack 
2, Ibs each of equaling commercial bush- 
els, forgetting, perhaps, in his eagerness 
to reconcile hiserrors, that the statement 
left him and his figures that difference the 


worse. For, if the production was only 
494,000,000 bus, which he now says 
such calculations make it, then the 
logical calculation would leave’ on 
Mareh 1, only 64,000,000 bus in 
farmers’ hands, instead of 85,000,000 
bus. Asa further palliation of the effect 


of the admission of gross errors, he says 
very much of the wheat found thisspring 
is in states that do not export a bushel, 
and that the spring wheat seed is to be 
taken out of the 135,000,000 bus that he 
admits. The seed is taken out every 
year from the amount found on March 
1, and every year wheat is found on 
March 1 in the same states which do not 
export a bushel. It was so last year, 
when he found more in such states than 
he found there this year. To state such 
facts to let himself down without a fall 
from his statistical perch, merits a feeling 
among matter-of-fact people almost akin 
to contempt. The trouble is that, in- 
stead of 171,000,000 bus last spring, 
there were no less than 200,000,000 bus, 
and, instead of a production of 515,000,- 
000 bus last year, there was no less than 
550,000,000 bus raised, making asupply, 
from March 1 to March 1, of 750,000,000 
bus, instead of 686,000,000 bus, a differ- 
ence of 64,000,000 bus. By taking the 
present amount of wheat in farmers’ 
hands—135,000,000 bus—and adding to it 
the visible and private elevator and other 
warehouse supplies, there is 22,000,000 
bus more wheat in this country than 
there was a year ago. This is disap- 
pointing to the country and a most hu- 
miliating self-deception. The trade has 
known this fact and prices are based up- 
on it, for, in the face of statistical and 
theoretical denials, facts forced them- 
selves to the surface long ago. 

Wheat is 24c lowerfor track sales than 
it was last week, and 234clower for May. 
These facts show that the difference be- 
tween track and Mayis narrowing. The 
visible supply increased last week by 15,- 


000 bus, and is now 79,103,000 bus. A 
year ago it was 41,556,000 bus. The 


private warehouse supply is 63,820,000 
bus, against 42,493,000 bus last year. 
These make the stored supplies this year 
143,283,000 bus, against 83,604,000 bus 
last year, ora greateramount this year by 
60,000,000 bus. Theamountof wheat on 
passageis increased for the week by 820,- 
000 bus, while South America is said to 
be shipping freely to Europe from its new 
crop. Moderate movementsare also not- 
ed from Australasia and India, with a 
fair quantity offered from Russia and the 
Danube. The total shipments of grain 
since Aug. 1 last, mainly to Europe, have 
averaged 4,720,000 bus weekly, against 
5,040,000 bus the previous season, or 
$20,000 bus less weekly this season than 
last, which is shown in the smaller quan- 
tity on hand at principal storage points 
in Europe now—52,000,000 bus, against 
61,000,000 bus a year ago. 

The movement of wheat in the north- 
west increased before the late storm, and, 
for the week ended Saturday, the Minne- 
apolis receipts were 1,350,000 bus, 
against 1,163,000 bus the same week 
last year, while shipments were only a 
third as much, or 211,000 bus last week, 
against 657,000 bus the same week last 
year. Both receipts and shipments would 


| have been larger if cars could have been 
| obtained. Stocks in the country to be 
| shipped are twice as large. The elevators 
are about full and much trouble is prom- 
ised on account of this when there is so 
|large a quantity to come forward. The 
| general movement to other western mar- 
| kets was larger than in last year, except 
{to Duluth, which is full and can take no 
|more at present. The channels of com- 
|merce in the west are literally blocked 
| with wheat, causing much of the present 
depression. 

Today’s markets presented no new fea- 
tures. The longs insist that values are 
too low, because they are lower than 
usual at this season of the year, and 
some 18e per bu lower than they were a 
year ago, when conditions justified no 
higher prices than the present ones. 
While they admit that prices were high 
enough a year ago, as it turned out, 
they do not admit that there is any logi- 
cal reason for the market being 25 per 
cent lower now. Of course, there will be 
no scarcity of wheat this season, but 
wheat is lower than ever before, with lit- 
tle more reason for this state of things 
than has often existed. Business was 
slow and few speculators took great 
chances. ‘Track grain was very well 
taken, to meet the present milling de- 
mand,

The Columbia dock, situated 
on the east side, adjoining the landing of 
the Albina ferry, has been selected as the 
| site for a warehouse, and will at once be 
| put in shape for occupancy. The dock is 
| 8Ox240 feet, has a deep water frontage, 
| and railroad connection in the rear. The 
history of this new combination is as fol- 





| lows: 
At the annual meeting of the Oregon 
and Washington Millers’ Association,

Aside from a good South American 
trade this week, the flour market here 
has again been utterly devoid of interest. 
Mills are offering further concessions, but 
their action fails to stimulate business in 
any quarter. It has been a waiting mar- 
ket—waiting for something to turn up— 
and no one seems inclined to augment 
stocks until the decline in wheat is 
checked. A deathlikesilence prevades the 
whole trade; and what it all means and 
where it will end, the good Lord only 
knows. Every day is Sunday with us; 
not because we would have it so, nor be- 
cause Moody and Sankey have been in 
our midst of late, but solely and simply 
because there is something radically 
wrong somewhere, and that the trade, in 
consequence, is dying of dry rot, Who is 
making anything in the business, from 
the producer to the consumer? I venture 
tosay no one. Ifevery purchase shows 
a loss before it can be marketed, as has 
been the case now for a long time, is it 
any wonder that buyers hold aloof and 
prefer to do nothing? This matter of 
prices is all sentiment, though, and if the 
makers of prices would put a higher value 
on wheat and flour, the present dullness 
and depression would be corrected. 

Winter patents, straights, clears aud 
extras, on the spot, near by and to arrive 
from the west, nominally range respect- 
ively at $3.75@4, $3.35@3.60, $3@3.25 
and $2.25@2.90. These figures are 5@ 
10¢ lower than those of a week ago, and 
show at what values the meagre business 
of the week in winters was done. Agents 
representing western mills are still una- 
ble to compete with spot and near-by 
flour. While a sale of patent was made 
early in the week at $4.05, our extreme | 
limit is the most such stock would bring 
at the close, and it would have to be very 
fancy and badly wanted tocommand even 
that price. Some of our dealers would 
take on fancy straights at $3.25, they 
say. Who will sell them at this figure? 

Low grades are not particularly plenti- 
ful or weak. 

Spring patents are dull and easier at 
$44.25, which is 10¢ lower than our 
range of a week ago. Some few stencils 
are held a little higher than our outside 
quotation, but, as they are not in it as 
far as this market is concerned, they are 
not worth mentioning, particularly since 
the best can be had at the figure named. 
But nobody wantsspring patents at these 
rates, except in isolated and urgent cases,

The New York flour market has shown 
somewhat more activity the past week, 
with the tendency of the trade toward 
lower prices, following the downward 
movement in wheat. here has been a 
steady recession in the bid prices, and, at 
the close of the week, buyers are endeav- 
oring to get flour in many cases 10@15c 
below what they did a week ago. In 
their efforts there has been partial suc- 
cess, and the market is flat and heavy. 
While the demand has been largely for 
local account, and this local trade has 
not been at all enthusiastic, buyers hold- 
ing off for the government report, on the 
belief that the figures would have to show 
much larger than promised by the statis- 
tical analysis of the position, and that 
this final result would have as much in- 
fluence on the price of flour as it would 
on the prices of wheat. Acting on this 
view, the trade has tried to buy flour at 
as low prices as possible, not buying any 
more than it could help. As bids were 
reduced holders have followed, and, in 
some cases, the concessions offered now 
are fully 10¢c below previous prices. 

On spring wheat patents it is under- 
stood that the minimum price is reduced 
to $4.30, and some small sales have been 
made as low as $4.25. In addition to 
this, it is alleged that there is permission 
to cut Se for cash, and that this makes a 
still more flexible price than was at first 
supposed. As intimated last week, the 
miuimum price seems to be as much max- 
imum as it is minimum, as buyers refuse 
to pay more than the minimum price and 
are on a sharp look-out for this 5¢ con- 
cession for cash. 

The market on winter straights has 
now reached the point where $3.60 is 
the top, practically, and there is plenty 
selling at $3.55@3.60, most of the sales 
being at these figures. As far as export 
business is concerned, there has been a 
little more trade. Fuirly firm prices have 
been paid, owing to the fact that thelow 
range of freight enables buyers to take 
flour. Quite good purchases have been 
made on low grades, and the orders for 
these special grades are good, consider- 
ing the present shape of the market.

The flour trade has not been brisk this 
week. The unsteadiness in wheat was 
enough to cause a general weakness in 
breadstuffs, and when the Chicago May 
market developed such antics yesterday, 
there was no calculating on anything. 
Still, millers report that they have not 
been obliged to lower their prices. If the 
amount sold was satisfactory, there 
would be no difficulty. Just now feed is 
showing a lighter demand, which leaves 
the general trade much less confident 
than usual. With the increased disposi- 
tion to sell by cutting prices, which pre- 
vails at times like this, the minimum com- 
bination, that we hear so much about 
from outsiders and learn so little of by 
authority, would do well to get into 
shape to do business as quickly as pos- 
sible. As a rule, the mills are running at 
aslow rate, though none are reported 
idle. Schoellkopf & Mathews, not having 
caught up with the orders that accumu- 
lated some time ago when the mill was 
beset by small accidents, are running 
quite strongly. There is a casting-about 
to find out who holds the bulk of the Du- 
luth wheat reported here. None of the 
three or four heaviest holders of it are 
atall well supplied, yet there apparently is 
enough to carry us through. Should it 
turn out that the indifferent attitude 
that has all along been maintained by 
New York in regard to our Duluth wheat 
stock was because it was mostly owned 
there, we may come out short, after all. 
But we have more than we had a year 
ago, and nobody is anxious. Philadelphia 
was in the market for Duluth wheat this 
week, but New York was still indifferent. 
The winter wheat trade was as dull as 
ever. Only one or two mills now use it 
here and it mostly has to be sold east. 
‘the local demand for flour is not brisk, 
but, as usual, is better than the outside 
demand. There is no change in the regu- 
lar city price, and it is maintained as fol- 
lows by the mills, which, as a rule, sell 
directly to retailers:

There is | 
quite an amount of wheat in canal eleva- 
tors, but it is quite likely to be lightered | 
into rail houses before the opening, in 
order to get rid of it and make room for 
the big spring fleet. } 

There is some stir in lake matters. The 

ice went out of the harbory esterday, and | 
vessels holding cargoes are preparing to 
unload. The usual date of the fixing of 
rates by the line managers is past, but a 
late opening is expected and nothing has | 
been done. The lines are arranging their 
fleets in the meantime. The Soo line has 
chartered the steamers F. & P. M. No. 5, | 
Saginaw Valley and Ford, to be added 
to the two big whalebacks. The Lacka- 
wanna line has again chartered the three 
outside steamers, Cuba, Florida and Wy- 
oming, that it has handled forsome years. 
The prospect of business was never better; 
of paying rates never worse. 
The interest in the Niagara tunnel has 
been sharpened lately by the disposition 
of Engineer Forbes, who is here froin En- 
gland to direct the electric transmission 
scheme, to talk on the subject. He has 
obtained drawings from many American 
and afew European electrical engineers, 
and has about settled on the plan to be 
adopted. As before stated, the alternat- | 
ing current will be used, generated by | 
apparatus that Prof. Forbes says will be 
the largest in the world. Asto the route 
by which to reach Buffalo, heis hesitating 
over three, one by Canada, one by Grand 
Island, and the other by the main land 
east of the river. He thinks the current 
will not lose over 3 per cent on its way 
here. Underground cables will be used. 
Any mill or factory can use the current 
by putting in a motor and letting it take 
the place of the engine. By the use of 
transformers, speed can be regulated. He 
does not think the current will be used 
for domestic purposes, except for light. 
It would: be too expensive. for heating. 
As to the time when the system is to be 
in operation, he will say nothing more 
than that the world’s fair tourists will 
probably have an opportunity to inspect 
it. 

In this connection the new pulp grind- 
er that is to be started in the bottom of 
the Niagara gorge by the Cliff paper mill, 
controlled by Schoellkopf & Mathews, is 
of interest. The unusual advantage 
claimed is that the grinderis on the same 
shaft with the turbine, which, being up- 
right, admits of a. horizontal shaft with 
no gearing. The shaft of the paper mill 
at the tunnel is 140 feet long, extending 
from the bottom of the tunnel to the top 
of the ground. Schoellkopf & Mathews 
might have brought their new power to 
the top of the gorge in thesame way, but 
reckoned that the loss of power would be 
greater than the cost of dropping the 
pulp wood to the bottom of the gorge and 
hoisting up the ground product. 

The Merchants’ exchange trustees, at 
Thursday's meeting, concluded not to 
put the two-story addition on the board 
of trade building that has been so long 
talked of. The gratuity fund delinquents 
are to be brought to time. There are 
about 40 in arrears, and if they do not 
pay up they will be sold out at auction. 

The Northwestern Consolidated Milling 
Co. is doing a rushing eastern business. 
Heavy purchases of barrels and demands 
for all the cars the roads could furnish, 
have been the order of things .lately. It 
is understood that some very large ex- 
port orders are in process of being filled. 

Pillsbury now has about 80,000 bbls 
of flour here, mostly in twe lots. ©. W. 
Ball, Pillsbury’s sales agent, having ob- 
tained his reappointment as chief grain 
inspector of the merchants’ exchange, is 
preparing for a Florida trip. 

Manager Church, of the Duluth Impe- 
rial, made a flying trip through here ear- 
ly in the week. 

Cc. E. Angle, manager of the Moseley & 
Motley mill at Rochester, was, this week, 
elected a member of the merchants’ ex- | 
change. Rochester is just now enugaged | 
in getting out of the way of the Genesee | 
river, which is over its banks at many | 
points. Mount Morris is nearly drowned | 
out. All mills on the race, including Ber- | 
gen’s flour mill, are standing in waterand | 
obliged to shut down.

There is no improvement to report on 
the condition of the wheat trade here. 
Generally speaking, it seems to beastrug- | 
gle as to who can hold aloof the longest, 
the buyer or the seller. So far, the latter 
has had to give way, for the accumula- 
tion of wheat afloat, and the slowness 
with which the visible supply on your 
side decreases, impresses both buyers and 
sellers with the fact that, all through 
this season, supplies will be abundant, un- 
less America discontinues her exports. 
The main hope of the wheat holder is 
that very shortly the winter wheat crop 
in the chief states of America will be 
found to have suffered seriously from the | 
untoward weather this month, and that, | 
in consequence, American farmers will | 
find means to hold back their wheat, and | 
American operators generally fall into 
the belief that 74¢ per bu at Chicago and 
78e at New York isa price at which it 
would be wise to buy rather than sell. 
Meanwhile, however, the Australasian 
colonies are shipping pretty freely of their 
supplies, having so far sent to Europe 
3,600,000 bus, against only 1,700,000 | 
bus last year, while the exports from the 
Argentine in February will not be far 
short of 3,200,000 bus, against 1,750,- 
000 bus last year. Both these sources of 
supply have a larger surplus than ever 
before, perhaps, and, in spite of the low 
prices, they seem to be shipping freely 
enough. La Plata wheat is of very good 
quality this year, but it is only partially 
understood, so far, in this country, so 
that it is, in reality, the cheapest wheat 
in the market, February-March shipments 
selling at 27s@27s 6d per 480 Ibs, which 
is pr actically cheaper than hard Kansas | 
at 27s 6d, and red winter, which is now 
held at 28s 6d for shipment in cargoes Oy | 
steamer. 

Of course, the feeling always prevails 
that wheat is too Gheap to become much 
lower, but this opinion is not acted upon | 
by buyers, in face of the large quantity | 
afloat, and especially in view of the im- 
mense stocks of American flour on hand 
in London, Liverpool and Glasgow— 
flour which is cheaper than home-grown, 
relatively, and yet does not sell freely. 
Mr. Bannerman’s letter in the last issue 
of the Northwestern Miller at hand, and 
your editorial remarks on the subject of 
the indiscriminate consigning of Ameri- 
can flour to this country, ought to be 
well pondered by American millers. It is 
surely spoiling the trade here, both for 
your millers and for our own, and, with 
all respect to the strength and ability of | 
American millers, the home miller will | 
come out of the fight in bettershape than 
his American cousin, though he is sorely | 
tried. There is a limit, in fact, beyond | 
which it is ruinous to consign flour here, 
and that point has been passed, as can | 
be seen any day on Mark Lane, where | 
thousands of sacks of American flour, | 
bakers’ brands, go begging at absurdly 
low prices. The demand runs chiefly on | 
good grades, which, when cheap enough, | 
will always sell up to a point, and even | 
that point seems to have been passed. | 

Edgar Appleby, of Blackburn, the larg- 
est miller in Lancashire, has been nomin- 
ated as the next president of the National 
Association of British and Irish Millers, 
and the next convention will probably 
be held in Liverpool toward the close of 
June. 
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Owing to the unprecedented fall in the 
price of wheat and flour in 1892, the mill- | 
ing companies of Europe have had a bad | 
time, and two balance sheets have lately | 
been published, the one of Messrs. James | 
Tucker, Ltd, of Cardiff, which shows a 
loss on the year,including what has been 
put to the reserve fund, of £37,000, 
while the Concordia Milling Co., of Buda- 
pest, shows a loss of £25,000 and has re- 
duced the value of its shares of 500 florins 
to 400 florins, in order to recoup that 
loss.

The government crop bulletin, issued 
March 1, says: The records show that | 
the principal farming districts have ex- | 
perienced four consecutive months of un- | 
usually cold weather. At the close of the | 
month, the country was covered with | 
snow generally in districts north of the 
40th parallel from New England west- | 
ward to the Rocky Mountains, the depth 
of snow over the greater portion of New 
England, the lake region, and Minnesota 
exceeding 12 inches, and in some _ places 
in New England, Minnesota and Wiscon- 
sinexceeding 30 inches. Thegreater por- 
tion of the winter wheat has been unpro- 
tected during the month, although the 
northern portion of the belt is now cov- 
ered with snow.

The flour market has lost the firmness 
noted last week, and prices have been re-+ 
duced 10e¢ per bbl, under the influence of 
the prevailing weakness in wheat. Hard | 
spring patents in wood offer at $3.90, 
and soft at $3.80, with buyers 10¢ be- 
low these figures. Export patents in 
sacks range at $3.15@3.25, straights at | 
$3.25@3.35 for choice bakers’ and $2.35 | 
(2.45 for export, clears at $2@2.10 for | 
hard and $1.85@1.95 for soft, and low | 


grades at $1.50@1.60. Winters are} 
quoted at $3.60@38.70 for patents in 


wood, and $3.30@3.50 for straights. 
Rye flour remains steady at $2.80@3 in 
barrels and $2.50@2.75 in sacks. The | 
decline has resulted in an improved de- 
mand, and spring wheat patents have 
sold within the range of prices quoted, 
while the lower grades are dull, though, | 
if more freight room across thelakecould | 
be obtained, more business might be | 
done. The demand is divided about | 
equally between foreign and domestic | 
markets. | 

The flour movement continues light, re- | 
ceipts especially, which are chiefly over | 
the Northwestern road. Shipments are | 
about equally divided between all-rail 
and lake transit lines, each carrying 22,- 
000 bbis. The Ludington boats took a 
fair amount, while the Grand Haven line 
was seriously hampered by the ice, and 
boats make only about onetrip per week. 

The wheat movement is fair, the Mil- 
waukee road bringing most of it. Ship- 
ments, too, are by that line, and lake 
boats have not taken a bushel. The 
stock has undergone no change of mo- 
ment, that in public elevators having de- 
creased only 10,000 bus, while private 
houses report an increase of 25,000 bus— 
all in millers’ hands. 

Wheat is Y@1e lower, and No. 2 spring 
in store ranged at 634,@65\4c cash, with 
May 24%4@3\e above cash, and July 15% 
@2\ke above May. Millers paid 68@72'%e 
for No. 1 northern, the inside for poor 
and the outside for good, not subject to 
dockage. No. 2 sold at 65@71e, No. 3at 
52@71e, and No. 4 at 53a60c, the out- 
side for choice hard western. Winter 
brought 55@67c, and mixed 57T,4@65e. 

Millstuff is irregular and sacked bran 
sells at $13.50@13.75 and middlings at 
$14.50@14.75, while meal and feed are 
higher. Coarse meal in bulk on track is 
held at $16 and ground feed at $17 for 
No. 1 and $15 for No. 2, owing to the 
advance in corn and oats. The scarcity 
of freight room checks the demand for 
mill offal. 

Ocean freights are entirely nominal, 

cars on all-rail lines being very scarce. 
Stuff via Chicago to the seaboard has 
been in transit six weeks. Across the 
lake there is little or uno room to be had, 
for the present at least, and rates to 
eastern points are nearly nominal, on the 
basis of 23¢ to New York. 
_ The weather has been more favorable 
for the spring outlook, and the snow in 
the fields has rapidly melted, leaving the 
low lands in the southern part of the 
state covered with water since the rain 
of Wednesday and Thursday. In the 
horth there is still considerable snow, 
and the condition of the winter wheat 
remains to be demonstrated later in the 
season,

The executive committee 
will meet in Chicago Monday next, and 
will endeavor to bring the matter of rail- 
road discrimination to the attention of 
the central traffic association on Tues- 
day. 

Mr. Blanton, of the Blanton Milling Co., 
Indianapolis, gives us thefollowing about 
the trade this week: “Our output this 
week was not quite up to the average, as 


various causes. We are now running 
along, with some orders ahead, and hope 


this month. Orders have been slow in 
coming in this week, though better than 
in the week preceding, we having made a 
number of good-sized sales forexport and 
also some fair domestic sales.

Lower 
quotations in the markets generally have 
brought down the ideas of our flour buy- 
ers, While our friends to whom we look 
for supplies of wheat have been very slow 
| to accept the reduced prices. Decline in 
| value of sterling exchange, together with 
reduced prices of feed, have also worked 
lagainst us. There is no doubt that we

Wayne: “The flour 
trade is very dull at present. Best brands

Here and there is a 
field which looks bad, but the roots may 
be good yet, and even such spots may 
come out in good condition.” 

Blish Milling Co., Seymour: ‘‘Are go- 
ing full time and capacity, but, with the 
dullness now prevailing, are not selling 
flour as fast as we makeit. Flour buy- 
ers appear very indifferent and were not 
in the market on the recent spurt in 
wheat, as they generally are under sucha 
movement. Wheat sellers, on the other 
hand, are very reluctant to let go at 
present figures, and the result is a dullness 
in the flour line, hardly justified by its 
abnormal cheapness, as compared with 
other staple foods. We look for this con- 
dition to yet produce great activity,even 
if we are to have no rise in wheat, which 
now appears very unlikely. The grow- 
ing wheat looks very well, and we believe 
has not suffered beyond the average at 
this period.” 

McDaniel & Co., Franklin: ‘‘We have 
nothing new in milling circles here to re- 
cord. Wheat is coming freely from the 
farmers at 65c. The demand for flour is 
alittle slow with us this week, and we 
have been running on old orders. The 
growing wheat is still in good condition, 
and we can see no reason why we will 
not have another big crop.”

The same old story is repeated in the 
flour market this week—no business and 
very little disposition to take hold on the 
part of the trade in general. The slight | 
advance in wheat a short while ago | 
caused some advance in flour to beasked, 
but no one seemed to be in want of flour, 
even at old prices, so the bulge did not 
amount to much. Wheat declined and 
the price of flour eased off, until now the | 
prices are about as low as they were be- 
fore the rise, with even less disposition 
shown to buy. Again, the state of | 
travel has been very bad of late in this 
section, owing to the severe storms, and 
this has interfered considerably with busi- 
ness. The smaller retailers and bakers 
have found it such hard work to team 
supplies that they have curtailed their 
output and this has affected the large 
jobbers and wholesalers, who complain 
of the light business they are doing. An- | 
other point is that the trade is fairly well 
supplied with flour, and, as it sees noth- 
ing in the situation to induce buying 
ahead, except where it is in need of sup- | 
plies, it is operating in a small way at | 
quotations. | 

Agents, as a rule, report the trade thus | 
far this month as more lifeless than at | 
any time since the new year opened, but 
probably this has been ir part due to the | 
severe weather. Occasionally, some one 
agent will have a fair trade—fair as com- 
pared with that of previous weeks, but 
very unsatisfactory when it is remem- 
bered how low prices are ruling—but the 
majority of agents shake their heads dole- 
fully and say “no business; not a thing 
doing.” As an example, one agent re- | 
ported no business to speak of for the 
last month, until a day or two ago, when 
a sale of a round lot of a choice brand of 
spring patent was made at $4.45 per bbl. 
Since that time he has done hardly any- 
thing. And so it runs.

The trade everywhere seems to | 
have been awaiting the government re- | 
port. Now that it is received, it will not | 
stimulate a better demand for flour, in | 
my judgment, for the reason that the | 
farm reserve exceeds the result which is | 
deduced from thestatistics of production, 
consumption, export and seeding on the 
last two crops, and also considerably ex- 
ceeds the previous consensus of opinion 
among dealers, of what the estimate 
would be. The report is looked upon as 
bearish, both for wheat and corn. In my 
judgment it furnishes decided bull dis- 
couragement. The Chicago situation will 
soon so demoralize the May deal as to

Business for the week showed an in- 
crease in shipments of 1,400 bbls flour 
and 50 tons feed. Forward sales in- 
creased 3,000 bbls, and there was a good 
increase in wheat stocks. Prices are still 
at the low marks which have prevailed 
for weeks, and complaints are numerous 
from our best millers that there is noth- 
ing in the business at present. The Great 
Eastern line had the lead in tonnage this | 
week, with the Red line second. Local | 
jobbing prices for flour are without | 
change, but feed prices advanced again, 
making the figures for the state $15.75 | 
for bran and $17 for middlings. Wheat | 
was lower by 4c, the average for the | 
state being 67c. 

Locally, the situation is one of enforced | 
idleness on the part of the water mills at 
“lower” town, on account of high water. | 
From present indications, it may bedays 
before the Hart mill can turn a wheel. The | 
North Lansing Milling: Co.’s new mill, 
which is equipped with steam, and which 
can ordinarily keep going without aid 
from its water power, is also at a stand- 
still, owing to the river being so high 
that the flywheel of its engine is in the 
water. As yet, no serious damage has | 
been done by the flood, but there is con- | 
stant danger from the*heavy ice now go- 
ing out. 

Mr. Thoman gives me the following in 
regard to business at thisend of the town: 
“We have run steadily the past week 16 
hours per day, mostly on old orders, as 
we find it difficult to sell with wheat so 
weak. However, we booked a fair order 
for export, which will keep us busy for | 
another 10 days, by which time we hope 
a better demand will prevail. Demand 
for feed is immense, and, if we had any 
assurance that present high prices on 
feed and low prices on flour were to be 
maintained any great while, we would 
almost feel inclined to rig over and put 
the wheat all into feed. How the boards 
of trade must miss the Hatch bill buga- 
boo, with prices going down steadily 
since the day its fate was sealed.” 

Some employes in Rutan & Co.'s mill at 
Belding were quite seriously injured this 
week, by the falling of a shaft which they 
were placing in position. 

The loss to the Thread Flouring Mills 
Co., of Flint, will be over $10,000 above 
the insurance on stock and 





and machinery fully covered by insurance. 
The prospects are that they will rebuild 
this spring. The new mill may not be of 
over 200 bbls capacity, which is 100 less 
than that of the one burned. 

The Hamilton mill at Flint is tempo- 
rarily shut down by high water, and J.P. 


Burroughs & Co., are running full time | 


and capacity and havetrouble to carefor 
the increased business which the stoppage 
of the other mills sends their way. They 
have a new Corliss engine bought, but 
can not find time to put it in place just 
now. 

The sun is only shining on one side of 
the fence at Albion these days, as witness 
the following “‘tail of woe,” signed W. B. 

“.: “We are several thousand barrels 
behind our orders, at a very fine (?) mar- 
gin. Deliveries of wheat are light and 
will be from now on. Baby isdown with 
the measles, wife sick with sore throat, 
and there is not a moment that I am 
awake that I am free from pain. The 
water is high in the race and booming in 
the river. The hens have been laying 
first-class, but eggs are going lower, and, 
as [have been depending on them to help 
out the profit on flour, itlooks as though 
the hens would not be in it much longer, 


and I shall have to commence gardening | 


or something — guess “twill be ‘some- 
thing.” Am going home to rub myself 
With horse liniment and lie on a hot wa- 
ter bag.”’ 

_ John Bickhart, Howell, says: ‘Are go- 
ing full time, with plenty of grain coming 
inand business booming. Are bothered 
some about shipping to Toledo and Ann 
Arbor points, owing to the engineers’ 


strike on that road, but it looksas though | 


the company would soon be able to fill 
the strikers’ places with new men, when 
all will be well again. 

Voigt Milling Co., Grand Rapids: 
“Wheat is still on the decline and the 
great question seems to be, where is the 
bottom? The bears claim the govern- 
ment crop report is bearish, which may 
be true, but if they will come to this lo- 
cality and try and buy wheat at present 
quotations they will find none for sale,at 
least, notat present. Farmers and grain

The March report of the department of 
agriculture, issued on the 10th,-relates to 
the distribution of corn and, wheat-and 
the stocks remaining on farms.

J. H. Winterbotham & Sons, 
corporated at Chicago, to manufacture 
cooperage. Capital stock, $200,000. It 
has been the Winterbothams who have 
been identified with the manufacture of 
cooperage at the Joliet prison. 

It is announced, says our Superior and 
Duluth correspondent, that the three 
sons, Oscar, August and Henry, of Philip 
Altpeter, of Milwaukee, will ¢-stablish a 
brewery in Superior, in’ connection with 
which they will do malting and establish 
quite extensive cooperage works. 

The mills of the Detroit rent Stave 
Co., at Wyandotte, Mich., E. H. Doyle, 
manager, began theseason’s work March 
10. The company has a license to man- 
ufacture the patent hoop grooved for 
wire, and will make a specialty this year 
of that style of hoop. A number of flour 
mills are reported to have already placed 
orders with the company for a supply of 
the hoop. 

“Our mills in Grand Forks,” says our 
correspondent at that North Dakota 
point, “are troubled considerably by the 
lack of a barrel factory. The mills could 
now take 250 barrels per day, and the 
business, once started, will be certain to 
grow rapidly. There is any quantity of 
ash, basswood and elm timber above 
town on the Red lake and Red river, ad- 
mirably suited for the raw material for 
the business.” 

Our Buffalo correspondent says: ‘The 
cooper trade is not past its difficulties 
yet. It was thought a month ago that 
stock would soon be plentiful again, but 
it is quite as scarce as ever. Buffalo job- 
bers are veryshort. Thelongcold weath- 
er held back the stock, and also rendered 
dry kilns about useless, unless they pos- 
sessed a hot blast. One old-fashioned 
kiln here has failed to dry a batch that it 
has had in well toward a month. Prices 
have not varied much, for they were 
well up allalong. Following arejobbers’ 
quotations in car lots: Dry elm staves, 
$6. 50 per M; basswood heading, 6c per 
set; hickory hoops, $6.90 per M. Coop- 
ers. are selling ten-hoop flour barrels, 
hickory-bound at 35c; chestnut and oak- 
bound, 32¢; patent cut wire-hooped, 33c. 
H. Mattulath, of one stave barrel fame, 
has been here this week, looking after 
royalty on wired hoops, on which he 
lately received a patent. He proposes to 
license but one concern in a city, usually, 
to use the hoop, and has made such an 
arrangement with the Buffalo Mfg. Co. 
It is thought Glor & Gridley, operating 
the largest cooper establishment in 
Buffalo, will also get a license, though 
Muttalath declares that only the Minne- 
apolis Cooperage Co. has the right to use 
his hoop in that city. He asks 4c royal- 
ty on every hoop, but rebates 50 percent 
on a barrel, which makes 114c on abarrel.

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With three mills in operation, the out- 
put of flour last week was 26,557 bbls, 
or 8,294 bbis more than in the week before, 
against 13,516 bbls for the correspond- 
ing week in 1892. Millers are accepting 
the lowest prices ever known to the flour 
trade in this section, each succeeding 
slump in the price of wheat bringing with 
ita corresponding shave in quotations 
on flour. There seems to be a pretty 
good demand from foreign markets, but 
such trade accepts very little stuff for 
figures not controlled by itself. They 
want the flour, but are willing to take it 
only at their own valuations, and these 
are not usually very encouraging to the 
miller. Cash wheat is 3¢ cheaper in this 
market than it was a week ago. 
Flour is sold) proportionately lower. 
The domestic trade that is now 
buying is doing so because flour 
seems cheap, rather than to supply 
wants for immediate consumption. Ship- 
ments for the week were 19,982 bbls, 
against 23,745 bbls the week before, and 
13,965 bbls the first week in March,1892. 
Exports were 2,189 bbls. The railroads 
received 12,565 bbls, against 73,525 bbls 
jor the corresponding period in last year. 
A year ago 86,980 bbls flour were in 
store here. Today there are 51,782 bbls, 
against 32,622 bbls a week ago. The 
Lake Superior mill began grinding last 
Tuesday and was kept = running half 
time all the week. Some of the time it 
turned out flour at the rate of about 
2,500 bbis per day. E. D. Neustadt, east- 
ern agent forthecompany, spent the week 
at the millwith Manager L. R. Hurd and 
Head Miller A. B. Weller, getting the 
output up to grade. By Saturday noon, 
Mr. Neustadt was satisfied that the mill 
was turning out a very high grade of 
flour, and preparations were at once 
made for packing it for the New York 
market. Mr. Hurd and Mr. Neustadt were 
very enthusiastic and much elated when 
the first barrel of ‘Wonder’ was packed 
and branded Saturday afternoon. Mr. 
Neustadt remarked that the flour was of 
the highest quality. Considering the fact 
that it was only the fifth day since wheat 
Was first put upon the rolls, this is re- 
garded as an exceptional record. Work- 
men are now engaged in fixing the fire 
pumpin place and equipping the mill with 
asystem of fire sprinklers. The dynamo 
arrives this week, and, as soon as it is 
set up, the big plant will be kept running 
full time.

Ocean rates remain in a rather anoma- 
lous condition. The large stocks on hand 
at most of the foreign markets keep only 
a Comparatively small quantity of flour 
Moving across the Atlantic. Rates de- 
pend almost entirely upon offers, and the 
figures frequently obtainable are so sur- 
Prisingly low that it would seem that the 
stuff must be taken as ballast rather than 
Profitable freight. Through rates quot- 
ed this morning on mill products for 
Prompt shipment were as follows, in 
cents per 100 Ibs: London and Glasgow, 
43.50¢; Leith, 46.50; Liverpool, 42.50¢. 

Freights to the seaboard remain un- 
changed as regards these points. It is 





still felt by Lake Superior millers that 
they are not very close to the hearts of 
some of the through lines. Their sea- 
board trade has not been allowed to suf- 
fer during the past week, but this busi- 
ness is not, and can not be, handled 
profitably under existing conditions. 
The Kewaunee line is the only across- 
lake route that is open to the satisfac- 
tion of the trade, but it is getting only a 
small amount of freight from these points, 
aside from millfeed and bran. Flour goes 
via Chicago, almost exclusively. 

Most of the wheat that arrives here now 
goes direct to mill. Receipts for the week 
were 180,364 bus. Shipments were only 
4,643 bus, yet elevator stocks show an 
increase of only 29,796 bus. The mills 
took 145,925 bus. Receipts for the cor- 
responding week last year were 554,563 
bus, and shipments were 23,515 bus. A 
heavy snowstorm, accompanied by a very 
high wind, raged here all of today, and 
temporarily freight traffic has been sus- 
pended. The result may affect wheat re- 
ceipts here, and possibly the output of 
the mills.

The past week witnessed a particularly 
nervous and unsettled condition of wheat 
values. The tendency all through, how- 
ever, seems to point toward cheaper 
wheat. Prices already are the lowest on 
record in this market. vet there seems to 
be absolutely nothing in sight on which 
a hope for better values can_ be indulged, 
unlessit is the mere assertion that wheat 
is cheap. Spot stuff, wheat on track and 
for March delivery, are 3c cheaper here 
than they were a week ago. Futures are 
3\4c lower. Wednesday’s close was Yc 
below that of Monday. The market was 
chalked down 1e further on Thursday, 
and on Friday it was again sent down 
still another cent. Prices held steady 
Saturday, but they could not hold up un- 
der the surprise of a small increase in the 
visible today, and declined another half 
cent, touching, at the close today, the 
lowest point yet recorded in this market. 
To some minds the action of the Chicago 
wheat market last Friday is a conun- 
drum. Others attribute it entirely to 
manipulation, and still others to the 
Keene bull wheat tale published that 
morning by the daily press of the land. 
At the time, many traders on the floor of 
the Chicago exchange were as much non- 
plussed as those of the fraternity in more 
remote corners of the earth.

One thing is certain: Chicago 
prices are bound to. be readjusted. They 
must, some day, come down to their 
proper level. It is not even fair to say 
that other markets must advance to the 
Chicago basis. Less surprising than soar- 
ing May wheat will it be to witness this 
future fall, before long, like a meteor to 
the earth. 

The government crop report, issned 
Friday afternoon, produced some nerv- 
ousness, before it became public, and more 
excitement subsequently. So far as its 
figures have influence upon the market, 
both bulls and bears interpret them in 
their respective favors.

Whatever may have been the feeling of 
Superior millers or grain men a fortnight 
ago, it is a fact that there is not one 
among them now in favor of introduc- 
cing Wisconsin state inspection. The re- 
sult of the visit of the committee of the 
Superior board of trade to the state 
warehouse and railroad commissioners 
was probably no surprise to the mem- 
bers of the committee. The commission- 
ers have no powers whatever outside the 
state of Minnesota, and have their in- 
spectors and weighers do work in Wis- 
consin only as an act of courtesy to Min- 
nesota owners of warehouses. They did 
agree, however, to keepseparate account 
of allgrain handled in Wisconsin by them. 
Notwithstanding the sure end to which 
the matter was headed ten days ago, the 
bill for Wisconsin state inspection wasin- 
troduced in the legislature of the Badger 
state. It was withdrawn, in compliance 
with a request from the gentlemen 
through whose efforts it was evolved. 
For the time being, all will be clear sail- 
ing in the matter of inspection and weigh- 
ing at these points. Minnesota inspec- 
tion and Minnesota weighing will be in 
effect throughout the season of 1893, at 
least. In the meantime, those engaged 
in the grain trade will haveample oppor- 
tunity to study the laws that will gov- 
ern the new conditions here. 

Butler Bros., the contractors who built 
the Russell-Miller Milling Co.'s Grand Re- 
publie mill, are having cast, to be placed 
upon each of the three exposed sides of the 
base of the huge chimney, a large bronze 
flour barrel, to be appropriately lettered 
with the name of the mill, date of erec- 
tion name of builders, etc.

The West Superior chamber of com- 
merce seems to regard with favor the 
North Dakota plan for a state elevator 
in Superior. A committee has been di- 
rected to correspond with the attorney- 
general and with Representative E. G. 
Mills, looking to some arrangement to 
do away with all legal obstacles. 

I’. G. Peters is an attorney of some 
prominence in West Superior. Mr. Peters 
is a member of the West Superior board 
of trade and one-of its foremost champi- 
ons. During the lateconferences in which 
the question of Wisconsin state inspec- 
tion has been the special theme, Mr. Pe- 
ters has added to his knowledge of Black- 
stone, a fund of information regarding 
the grain trade. He says of the situation 
as it stands today: “This board of trade 
and grain inspection business has taken 
up a good deal of my time and attention, 
and I confess to having changed my views 
considerably since starting in. We can 
now, if we desire it, come the highway 
robber business on the elevator compa- 
nies, and put our hands in their pockets 
for maintenance of the board, but we 
don’t believe in doing that. We want to 
make elevator ownership as inexpensive 


as possible in this’ city. What 
we are after is the building’ of 
a board of trade, honestly and 


legitimately, and to the utmost credit of 
the city: and, after thoroughly sifting the 
whole matter, it has resolved itself into 
this, in my mind, that the board is a 
business institution where two men meet 
to buy of and sell to each other. What 
do they sell or buy? Grain, of course, 
and the sales are made on the basis of 
certificates issued by board of trade or 
state inspectors and weighers, which cer- 
tificates state that so much wheat, of 
such and such a grade or quality, is in 
store in such an elevator to the credit 
of the party selling, The board decides 
what certificates can be used as evi- 
dences of ownership in dealings on its 
floor. If it decides that the Minnesota 
certificates are good and acceptable, what 
object in having a Wisconsin inspection 
also? And if it refuses to permit dealings 
on the basis of the Minnesota inspection, 
then it will cut off its members from deal- 
ing in grain in Duluth elevators: Of 
course, a Wisconsin inspection certificate 
could be made to go further than the 
Minnesota certificates do; and could give 
the place of growth or state from which 
the grain was primarily shipped and thus
